The examinations bad been of a skip- 
and- jump obaracter, and the foreman being cel- 
ebratea for his oonsisteney, it was very natural 
that witnesses should be called who would testi- 
fy in accord with his policy. 80 far the evi- 
dence had obvered a wide range, one hour delv- 
ipg into the mysteries of fraudulent contracts, 
and snother into the personal character of oou- 
tractors sod the moral worth of the seyeral 
members of the County Board. He had seemed 
to be set in a determination to search out 

THE SMALL THINGS, 
being oblivious from ignoraace or the want of 
capacity to totich the larger questions, and it 
was very uatural that the witnesses examined 
should testify to miscellaveous facts or sur- 
mises. At least such is the opinion of those he 
has daily examined, who complain that, while 
he bas appeared in his paper to know a great 


deal. his wholesale charges of corruption against 
everybody and everything bave faiied of proof. 

The witnesses examined were principaily in 
reference to the work on the new Hospital.

Barwry Cavurrecp’s Committee got small 
satisfaction from the examination of ex-At- 
torney-General AkERMAN in relation to the 
expenditure of the Secret Service fund for 
the prevention of New York election frauds.

In relation to the Kansas Pacific bond 
charges, concerning which no allusion was 
made by Mr. Branm in his statement of 
Monday, a Topeka, Kan., dispatch supplies 
various facts of interest. It appears that the 
story is an old one, having been published in 
1872 by the New York Tribune, and subse- 
quently disproved and withdrawn. The 
person in question is not the Hon. Jauns G. 
Bram, but is Joun E. Buarne, formerly of 
Kansas, and. now of Montana. The latter 
obtained some Kansas Pacific bonds in 
1861 or 1862, between one and two 
years previous to the nomination of 
James G. Bram for his first Con- 
onal term. Statements in writing were 
made in 1872 by Tuomas Ewrna, Jr., and Col. 
Joun B. Stewart, both in the employ of the 
Kansas Pacific Road, distinctly and specific- 
ally denying that Jamus G. Brax up to that 
time had any connection with, or interest in, 
the Company, either as stockholder, agent, 
or employe, or in any capacity whatsoever. 
Moreover, it appears that the court records 
do not show the name of James G. Bran, 
and that the revival of the story, which was 
set at rest long ago, is utterly gratuitous and 
malicious. 
DEMOCRATIC — IMBECIL- 


Five months have passed away since the 
Democratic House of Representatives organ- 
ized and entered upon the long-promised 
work of restoring the Government to a sound 
system of finance, currency, tariff, taxation, 
and of general administration. But the five 
months have gone by and so far there has not 
been a reformatory act passed; not even a 
single proposition matured to give assurance 
and confidence to an anxious and expectant 
country. For sixteen years the Democratic 
party has been asking the country to give it 
a majority in Congress that it might 
bring the country back to a sound 
currency, low taxation, and general 
prosperity, and for six months the 
Democratic party has been in the abso- 
lute control of the House of Representatives, 
the fountain of all revenue legislation, and 
what has it done? 

The Democratic members of both Houses, 
after protracted caucusing, were unable to 
agree upon any measure relating to green- 
backs, National Bank notes, expansion or 
contraction, or specie payments. Though 
the Democrats are numerically almost two 
to one, no proposition of any kind relating 
to either of these subjects has received the 
vote to take it up for consideration, much 
less a vote approving it. On all that relates 
to finance and currency, the House is more 
at sea than it has been for ten years, and the 
Democratic majority confess to an utter in- 
ability to deal with any branch of the ques- 
tion, or to pass any act of legislation in re- 
lation thereto. 

For fifteen years the people and the coun- 
try have been subjected to an infamous sys- 
tem of tariff taxation which has been destroy- 
ing the trade, defeating revenue, impoverish- 
ing the producers, and consuming the sub- 
stance of the whole people. If there be one 
thing in the ante-War history of the Demo- 
cratic party entitling it to honor and credit 
it was the zeal, and earnestness, and fidelity 
with which it confined taxation to revenue 
purposes, and administered the tariff on 
sound and correct principles. A tariff for 
revenue only, and no taxation except for 
revenue, constituted a policy which, while 
securing prosperity to the country, was ac- 
cepted gospel in the Democratic party. But 
the Democratic House, with liberal aid from 
the Republicans, have not dared to present 
that question to a vote. The moment that it 
was suggested that 50 per cent be taken from 
the tax on the shirts, coats, pantaloons, 
overcoats, hats, and boots and shoes of 
men, and as much be taken from the 
tax on the clothing of women and children, 
and from the tools, implements, and ma- 
chinery of production, and from all the arti- 
cles entering into the general uses of domes- 
tic economy, which reduction of tax might 
be made with little or no loss of revenue, 
and to substitute a low tax on tea and coffee, 
which, when collected, would be all revenue, 
the traditional followers of the great Demo- 
cratic fathers, ancient and modern, to use 
one of the cant expressions, laid down on the 
new Tariff bill. Faaxanxpo Woop, who claims 
to be the modern Jzrrznson, Sam RANDALL, 
the Hamiiton of this age, Barnum, who per- 
sonifies the wisdom of Mapison, and Lax- 

Dns, compared with whom Jackson was 
insignificant, all entered their protest against 
any such rational and intelligent proceeding. 
The Tariff bill—the measure which might 
have been beneficial to the country and 
creditable to the party—is therefore as dead 
in the Democratic House as if the only Dem- 
ocrats in the body represented Pennsylvania 
iron and Vermont slate-pencils. 

The House has undertaken to investigate, 


victing Pexptzton and Bs xnap. It has 
been able also to add alightly to the pile of muck 
under which Bascocg is buried. It has been 
able to detect frauds in the Indian service, 
among petty clerks, contractors, and others 
of like character; but such things are com- 
mon at all times, and always will be so long 
as we continue the rotten Civil-Service sys- 
tem invented and put in force by the Demo- 
cratic party. 

Investigation has perhaps been more of a 
failure than it would have otherwise been had 
not every step been interrupted by a Demo- 
crat praying mercy at the hands of his 
friends. 

The Democratic party in Congress has 
proved a failnre ; has proved to be utterly 
incapable of legislating on ‘any subject. It 
has no policy in favor of which it can con- 
centrate a majority vote of its own members. 
The entire energies of the leaders seem to be 
required to keep a majority from doing that 
which in their sublime ignorance and idiotic 
frenzy it naturally inclines todo. The re- 
sult is that the few intelligent men abandon 
all reformatory legislation in consideration of 
the majority omitting their harlequin per- 
formances. 

Within a few weeks both parties will have 
nominated their Presidential tickets, and 
Congress will have adjourned, leaving every- 
thing at odds and ends as they were eighteen 
months ago. The Democratic party must 
go before the country confessing that, after 
six months’ absolute control of the House of 
Representatives, that party was incompent 
to agree upon one act of legislation to correct 
or reform any of the many errors of the Re- 
publican party during its rule of sixteen 
years. With this confession of notorious 
unfitness to legislate or govern, of the ig- 
norance and demagogism of its leaders in 
and out of Congress, it can hardly make a 
decent appeal to the people to renew its con- 
trol in Congress, or to be intrusted with the 
general control of the Government. 


MR. BLAINE’S EXPLANATION. 

The personal statement made by the Hon. 
James G. Brax in reply to recent charges 
will be accepted by the public as a satisfac- 
tory vindication of his personal and official 
integrity so far as it was affected by the case 
he considered. The charge, or rather the in- 
sinuation circulated by Monrox's friends, was 
that Mr. Bram had corruptly accepted a 
number of bonds of the Fort Smith & Little 
Rock Railroad, for which he gave no other 
consideration than his Congressional vote 
and influence for some bill. The charge had 
never been very distinctly formulated. There 
was no pretense on the part of anybody of 
direct personal knowledge of a transfer of 
these bonds to Mr. Bram as a gratuity. « It 
was, at best an inference from certain cir- 
cumstances and statements. It was known 
that Mr. Bram was the possessor of some 
of these bonds. Then it came out that Mr. 
Hannon, of Indianapolis, a Morton man, 
and a Government Director of the Union Pa- 
cific, had discovered on the books of the 
company a payment of $64,000 to Mon- 
ron, Bums & Co. for $75,000 of the 
Fort Smith 4 Little Rock bonds, which 
were comparatively worthless, Mr. Han- 
nison says that he moved an _ investi- 
gation of this transaction by the Board of 
Directors, but was induced to withdraw his 
resolution by E. H. Rotiins, Treasurer of 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company, who 
said Birarxz had got the money. Mr. James 
F. Wrisoxn, of Iowa, another Government 
Director of Union Pacific, is said, upon hear- 
ing the remark, to have repeated it to 
Bram, and also to have subsequently re- 
ported Buarvz as saying that he had sold 
these bonds for a friend. This was the basis 
for the intimation that Mr. Bram had in 
the first place received Fort Smith & Little 
Rock bonds as a gratuity for asgjsting, as 
Speaker of the House, in the extension of a 
land-grant which had lapsed, and in the next 
place of having unloaded these bonds, 
through the agency of Col. THOMAS A. Soort, 
upon the Union Pacific Company. 

In his reply to this insinuation Mr. BLA 
chose to ignore the statements attributed to 
Messrs. Harrison, Wrison, and Roms, 
since the letter which he produces from the 
last-named does not refer to the remark he 
made to Mr. Harrison. The reason for this 
is probably that none of these statements 
came directly from these gentlemen, and Mr. 
BLalxx had no personal knowledge that they 
had made the remarks attributed to them. 
But he took up the gravamen of the charge, 
and denied fully and explicitly that he had 
ever received a dollar in bonds or other se- 
curities from the Fort Smith & Little Rock 
Railroad as a gratuity, or that he had ever 
sold any bonds to Col. Soorr, or to Mortoy, 
Buss & Co., or to the Union Pacific Company. 
This is in contravention of the explanation 
which Mr. Biarvz was said to have made to 
Mr. James F. Wrrson. Mr. Bran sustains 
his statement of the case by letters from 
Sipney DiLLox, now President of the Union 
Pacific, E. H. Ronis, Treasurer of 
that Company, Col. Scorr, formerly Presi- 
dent of Union Pacific, and Messrs. Morton, 
Buss & Co., brokers, all of whom deny very 
explicitly that they have had, either for them- 
selves or the Company they represent, any 
dealings with Mr. BLA, or that he received, 
directly or indirectly, any benefit from the 
money paid by the Union Pacific to Morror, 
Buss & Co. for the Fort Smith & Little Rock 
bonds. In addition to these confirmatory 
letters, Mr. BLanm makes a statement of his 
purchase of a certain amount of these bonds 
at a time when other New England capitalists 
were investing in the same securities, and of 
his having lost $20,000 by the subsequent 
decline in their value. It was probably the 
possession of some of these bonds that gave 
a color of truth to the insinuations relative to 
his acquiring them as a gratuity. In this 
case we are free to say that Mr. Buare’s 
statement impresses us as full, satisfactory, 
and convincing, in the absence of anything 
to the contrary, except the irresponsible 
rumors which were set afloat by In- 
dianapolis parties in the interest of Mr. 
Morton.« His statement has an appearance 
of frankness, without any show of injured 
innocence and devoid of empty bravado, that 
must commend it to fair-minded men. If 
either Mr. Harrison or Mr. Won know 
anything to the contrary, now is the time for 
them to speak; if they do not, Mr. Brame 
stands fully acquitted before the people so 
far as the Little Rock bond story is con- 
cerned. :

PARTISAN DIRTY WORK. 

The House Committee on Expenditures in 
the Interior Department is composed of the 
following nonentities: WILLIAM MutTcHuer, 
of Pennsylvania, whoever he may be, Chair- 
man; one Anprew R. Boonsz, of Kentucky; 
Wurm B. Anprrson, of Illinois; a Mr. 
Laver D. Woopworts, of Ohio; and Joun 
Q. Turts, Republican, of Iowa. Who these 
gentlemen are, or where they came from, or 
what they are in the House for, no one can 
say with any certainty who has not the Con- 
gressional manuals in his library for refor- 
ence. It is to be presumed, however, that 
they were elected by the people of some dis- 
tricts to Congress, and that they have con- 
stituents behind them, and that they are 
serving their country at the customary per 
diem and mileage. This Committee of un- 
knowns has emerged from its conventional 
obscurity at last, evidently desiring to emu- 
late Barney Cabrios Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the Department of Justice. 
The latter Committee having spread its net 
for the President, and failed to snare him, 
the former has now made a very re- 
markable attempt in the same direc- 
tion. Looking about for some witness 
who knew something about the President, it 
at last secured a very remarkable one,—a 
witness as mysterious and almost as silent as 
the Sphinx. He was a witness who was big 
with a secret which he would not divulge 
for his life. It was something dreadful, 
ominous, and portentous, however; so the 
Committee went at him and bored for the 
secret. They pumped him, threatened him, 
eajoled him, bullied him, browbeat him, and 
at last, after badgering him for a full hour, 
they threatened him with immediate impris- 
onment. Then the mysterious witness was 
delivered of his harrowing secret. The 
President of the United States had ruined 
his betrothed. Here was richness,—an em- 
barrassment of riches even. The Demo- 
cratic unknowns jumped at it like a trout at 
a fly, and they pressed him to a climax that 
they might know the full length and breadth 
of the Beecherian wrong which the Presi- 
dent had inflicted upon this man’s 
domestic happiness; that they might 
bruit it abroad in all the Demo- 
cratic newspapers how a Republican 
had worked the ruin of a virtuous maid and 
betrayed the confidence of an honest man;

The course of this Committee is in keop- 
ing with the whole tenor of the Democratic 
investigations. For malignant partisanship 
and extreme unfairness, there is nothing like 
it in the political history o@ this country. 
To carry out their desperate purposes they 
have not hesitated to summon a cloud of wit-

kind in this country. To-day, under a tariff 
more protective than was ever known in 
this or any other country, there is 
a greater stagnation in manufactures, 
a greater proportion of mills and mines 
closed, and more operatives out of employ- 
ment and actually living upon charity, than 
was ever experienced in the history of the 
Union. The protective tariff has been prac- 
tically tested, and the result is a ruin and 
desolation which will be felt for many years 
to come. In 1866 the cost of transportation 
was an intolerable evil; since 1866 the ex- 


aggerated costs of transportation have been 
greatly reduced, and, though they are yet 
high, they are generally as low as they were 
in 1860. But the high-tariff oppression con- 
tinues. The bitter and costly experience 
of the protective tariff has awakened the 
whole country to the pernicious policy on 
which it is founded, and sooner or later

ME. WASHBURNE DECLINES. 

At noon to-day, the Hon. J. Russexiz Jonzs, of this 
city, received the following dispatch ;

1 
replied that in a conversation with Mr. Wasnpunwe, 
in Paris, some months ago, Il asked him what he ex- 
pected to do on his return home. He then remarked 
that, Should I continue m public life, no position in 
the gift of the State of Imo would gratify me so 
much as that of Governor,’ On the strength of this, 
Mr. Wannen friends have urged his name in 
connection with the Governorship, Iam sorry he de- 
clines, for I regard his nomination as a foregone con- 
clusion, if he should consent to run; and I think no 
one can doubt that he would have been the strongest 
man in the State at the head of our ucket.“ 

This unexpected news may cause some important 
changes in the aspect of the Gubermatorial canvass.— 
Chicago Journal. 

We were very much surprised to find the 
above in last evening’s Journal. It is most 
likely that when Mr. Wasupurnz observed 
that his nomination would be attended by a 
heated struggle in the Convention, he con- 
cluded not to accept it under those circum- 
stances. Ifthe public sentiment had pretty 
unanimously settled down on him as a Guber- 
natorial candidate he would probably not 
have felt at liberty to peremptorily decline ; 
but we suspect he felt distaste to be placed at 
the head of the ticket if it involved a wrangle 
or turmoil in the party to obtain the position. 
There is little doubt that he would have been 
nominated, but perhaps not until after the 
second or third ballot. He was beyond all 
question the strongest man yet mentioned 
for the place, and his election would have 
honored the State and given dignity to the 
office. The contrast between a statesman 
like WasHBvURNE, with a national and interna- 
tional fame, and the mousing demagogue who 
now occupies and belittles the Gubernatorial 
Office, is that between strength and feeble- 
ness. It is too painful to contemplate. 
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THE HOT SPRINGS DECISION. 

The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court affirming the decision of the Court of 
Claims, that the squatter or individual claims 
to the Hot Springs territory in Arkansas are 
untenable, and vesting the title in the United 
States, is one of more than ordinary impor- 
tance. The Hot Springs village occupies a 
valley running north and south, between two 
spurs of the Ozark Mountain, its southern 
end being traversed by Hot Springs Creek, 
an affluent of the Washita River. The 
springs are contiguous to the banks of this 
brook, and their healing qualities are well- 
known throughout the Union. A flourish- 
ing village has grown up about the springs, 
and there is probably an average of 2,000 
visitors at the springs to avail themselves of 
the remarkable remedial properties of the 
waters. These springs and their medici- 
nal qualities were well known to the 
early Spanish adventurers, and even to 
the Indians before them, who told the Span- 
iards stories of a fountain whose magic 
waters would heal the sick, rejuvenate the 
aged, and confer an ever-youthful immortali- 
ty. In the time of Apams, the Government 
laid out a reservation, covering the territory 
in which these springs are located. After the 
earthquake which sunk so much of the covfn- 
try below Cairo and made so much land un- 
tenable, Congress passed alaw giving those 
who had suffered the right to pre-empt quar- 
ter sections of land, or an area equivalent to 
what they had lost, within certain limits and 
upon certain conditions. Some of the par- 
ties who secured the scrip, in looking about, 
hit upon this Hot Springs property, and lo- 
cated their scrip upon the very ground which 
the Government had set apart as a national 
reservation. They squatted upon it, and 
as there was no immediate contest 
they at once commenced building, leasing 
ground, and drawing rents, and many men 
have made fortunes out of their leases. Some 
fifteen or twenty years ago suits were com- 
menced involving the proprietorship of the 
grounds. The contest has been a long and 
desperate one. It was interrupted by the 
War, but has since been renewed, and is now 
closed by the decision of the Supreme Court, 
which disposes of all the individual claims 
and vests the title in the Government. 

The Government having been successful 
can now make these springs a great national 
blessing by converting these grounds into a 
national park, and building a great national 
hospital. This will naturally tend to im- 
prove the present inconvenient means of ac- 
cess tothem.

From Switzerland, 
Canada, Spain, and Egypt also have come nu- 
merous curious articles, the results of womau’s 
hanaiwork. The women of this country will be 
principally represented in departments of labor 
such as photography, carving furniture, engrav- 
ing, painting china-ware, sewing, embroidering, 
and weaving, and models of all patents ever 
secured by women in the United States will aleo 
be exhibited. The scope of the woman’s exhi- 
bition will thus be seen to be very comprehen- 
sive, but it is not comprehensive enough to cov- 
er one department of woman's work—that is, 
the female shriekers for the ballot.

Witness never thought 
the President was influenced in his action 
by any purtisan motive. He wanted to prevent 
frands, and be did not care wha: party they af- 
fected. He could not recollect that auy portion 
of this money was used to detect frauds in 
Philadelphia. The latter was a Republican city, 
and New York was Democratic, but that did not 
influence the President in his action. The 
frauds in New York seemed to be systematic, — 
that was the field of Davenport's operations, and 
the President was of opinion that if his system 
eould pe of advantage there it would be else- 
where. The President never for a moment 
thought be wee acting in a partisan Manner.

DEMOCRATIC ECONQMY.

Wasninotor, D. C., April 25.—In the House 

tandall was successiul, so far as the question 
of precedence wont, in pattiug aside the oeiec- 
tuon case of Le Moyne and Farwell, aud iu again 
bringing forward the Legislative bill. As an 
argument for proceeding with the bill, Kandall 
made an assertion which cannot be sustained, 
and which is an index of the inability of the 
Appropriations Committee, to do auything toward 
fixing the time of final adjournment. He said 
tust the Legislative bill could be finished 
in two or three sessions, while the debate of the 
whole day succeeded in passing over bat two or 
three pages of the voluminous bill. Mr. Ran- 
dall was unable to hold the House on the bill 
to-day as as he has done on most every other 
occasion. Notwithstanding the opposition hith- 
to in the reductions proposed by Democrats 
they have been directed to cutting down salaries 
of ill-paid clerks, and to crippling the Govern- 
ment, but to-day Randall reached the appropria- 
tions for various localities. Here at almost 
every important point 
THE APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE WAS DEFEATED. 

The Democrats proved that they are for econ- 
omy as a principle, but opposed to its enforce- 
ment in their own districts. A log-rolling com- 
mnation was formed by the membersin whose 
localities mints are located, and the combined 
action of these Democratic representatives suc- 
ceeded in forcing the Committee in pearly every 
instance to recede from its position, and to 
adopt the recommendations made in the origina!

TWO PROMINENT MEASURES.

to continue only so long as the tribal orgauiza- 
tion continues, and the land pow held by the 
Indians reverts tothe United States whenever 
that organization is broken up, it is difficult to 
see how the must important objection to this bill 
can have been removed.

THE POSTAL SERVICE.

DON'T REMEMBER.

For nearly the first time in the history of the trade, 
an important drop in freights has been immediately 
followed by a rather heavy drop in prices. The rule 
is the other way, A decrease in the cost of transporta- 
tion is a lessened difference between the prices paid 
here and by the consumers, and the Western seller 
usually obtains at leasta part of the benefit. There 
can be but one reason for the present exception to the 
rule, That reason is found in the fact that the 
work of exportation is mostly done from 
this side of the Atlantic. The parties who 
hold the grain in the United States are shipping it to 
find a market, and are obliged to offer it in competi- 
tion with sach large stocks that they can only find buy- 
ers by being willing to make further concessions. The 
decline tm freights has increased the number of cable 
offerings to British buyers, and also diminished the 
prices at which the parties here offer toship. Of 
course the home markets follow suit, and the result is 
the weakness announced in the English 

The recent dispatches from the Straits indicate that 
the ice is gradually giving way. Yesterday the report 
came that several steamers from this port and Milwau- 
kee were lying under the Island of St. Helena, and 
that holes were sppearing in the channel, or Straits 
proper, where the opposite currents meet, but 
to the west and east there was still «a formid- 
able barner of ice, which, however, a good strong east- 
erly wind would probably break up and move out of 
the passage. Yesterday the temperature in the vicin- 
ity of the Straits was at 35 deg. and 40 deg., and the 
wind mild and from the north and west, and probably 
made little impression on the ice, Last season the 
Straits opened on May 1.

Wasininaton, D, C., April 4, — The failure of 
the City National Hank, of Chicago, was a great 
surpriee o the Comptroller of the Ourreney, 
I'he latest reports from the bank ba va showed 
it to be in & favorable condition, and there was 
nothing either in the last report of the Naam- 
iner or in the lagt regular reports from the bank 
whioh eould lead the authorities * to believe 
that the bank was not im a sound and healthy 
condition, Baux-laaminer Watson, in his state- 
mont of Feb. 8, which is the last regular state 
ment of the Examiner, oper the capital stock 
at $260,000 ; surplus, $190,000; undivided profite, 
$14,794; individual deposits, €456,000; due to 
National banks and State banks, $649,000, 

From this statement it appears that the liabili- 
ties of the bank were something more than 
$1,000,000. The amount of bonds deposited as 
security for circulation had been reduced to 
$55,000. The bank had $250,000 with other 
banks and bankers, including their reserve. 
They had $220,000 io legal tender and National 
bank notes; also $67, in exchanges for the 
Clearing- House. Their bills receivable were 
$718,000, of which amount $61,000 were over- 
due; $20,000 were loaned on real estate, and 
$76,000 loaned to Directors of the bank. The 
last report, made March 10, differs only 
slightly from the ar report of the 
Examiner above cited. e Examiner on Feb. 8 
reports the bank as doing a good and profitable 
business under careful and conservative man- 
agemeot. The legal reserve was fully up to the 
standard. The value of the bank building was 
returnéd at $164,000, which the Examiner did 
not think was overestimated. 

As far as can be judged from the statement of 
the Bank Examiner, the Comptroller of the 
Currency thinks that the bank ought to be able 
to pay all its liabilities, but the Comptroller has 
not as yet been advised of the especial circum- 
stances which may have occasioned the failure 
of the bank. The occounts of the bank with 
its country correspondents were very large, 
but no reason is here khown why on that ac- 
count the bank should bave been alarm 
even if the drafte from country bankers ha 
been very great. The only explanation which 
can here be given as to the probable failure of 
the bank is that unusually large drafts were 
made from country correspondents, which the 
bank did not feel itself able to fill. The Comp- 
troller thinks that this —— not to be the case, 
as the report of the Examiver shows the bank 
to have been et in cash. According to the 
statement of the Examiner, it would seem that 
the bank ought to have stood drafts to the 
amount of at least $300,000.
